The claym ►ro, once famous in Scot- 
tish hist(»ry, wa^ a very loiijr sword, with 
a hilt so lar^e that it could be ^*asped 
by both the hands of the warrior who 
wielded it, and when this tremendous 
weapon was swung around by any of 
the brave 

" Soots, wha ha' wi' Wallsoe ble«t. 
Scoti, wham Bruoe has atten lud/' 

there was every reason for the oppo-^ing 
soldiers to want to get as far away as 
possible. Long, two*handed swords 
were ill use in various ))arts of Kuroiu' 
during the Middle Ages, but it is from 
Scotland that we have heard ihe most 
about them 

Some of the German swords, used by 
the mercenary soldiers in the French re- 
ligious wars, were enormous two-handed 
weapons, with sharp points, lagged 
edges, and fi;reat spikes near the base of 
the blade; but these heavy swords were 
used only by Hi»]dier> wh'. were uncom- 
monly strong and skillful; for any awk- 
wardness on the part of Ittian swinging 
such a tremendous blade was apt to in- 
flict as much injury on his companions 
as on the enemy. Some of the long 
swords of ttie Middle Ages were used 
more for show and ceremony than for 
actual service. The sword of Edward 
the Third, which is preserved in West* 
minster Abbey, Is seven feet long, and 
weighs eighteen pounds. This, it is 
sra, was carried before the King In 
processions, and was probably never 
used in any other way.

Th« Singhalese women are well made 
and good-looking, often handsome ; they 

dress very much the same as the men 
and are hi^^hly industrious, la fact, it 
may be said of them afe it used to be of 
the Peruvian women in contrixdistinc- 
tion to the men of that nation, that **the 
mare is the better horse,** for most of 
the family caros devolrn upon her and 
she generally discharges them with great 
*8pirUand much lo^ng kindness. In 
fart, if the Singhale«o men were 
smart and capable as the women, t^ey 
would be a noble race. As it is, they 
arc (1 husbands and fathers, and 
though hating work, are yet possessed 
of such remarkable acquisitiveness 
generally results in their accumulating 
considerable property, or at least ^nin- 
Ing a comfortable maintenance. To a 
oertalfi extent they ar« scholarly and 
take <:^re^i pri !e in devising intricate 
philosophical abstractions. To this 
pendhut I attribute much of their fond* 
nesfi for liad'lhism, which creed abounds 
in such puzzling and obscure theories as 
sober reason abandons in ^snair. 

As handicraftsmen iind anifi-'crs thoy 
possess considerable merit, but have not 
sufficient patiently directed application 
to be really infrenious. Their greatest 
proficiency lies in the line of carpentry, 
jewelry and cabinet work, in which 
branches, if furnished with s^ooi pat- 
terns, they perform very well.' In a few 
instances the jewelrv work from their 
own designs is excellent, but generally 
not to be ailraired, as their ta^re is un- 
deniably bad, they having no idea what- 
ever of the harmonizing colors and vice 
versa; hence in dress the very darkest 
of them will to a certaintv don sky-blue, 
green or other trying tinted raiment, 
and among their jewels formerly it 
was not uncommon to find red, blue, 
preen, yellow and colorless stones all 
mixed t(t;,^ether in one setting. Their 
tortolse-shell work is very fine indeed, in 
fact it 8urpa9se<^ that of any other peo- 
ple I know, and is mostly real, the 
&inghalede not having yet well learned 
the Japanese trick, of manufacturioir it 
^fromhbrn. ^ " * " -r ^ ^ 

Having thus nnaparingly revealed the 
worse traits 'of these peopled charac- 
ters, I think I may now enumerate some 
of their virtues, beginning with cleanli- 
ness, which is said to be next to gt^dli* 
Ilness. They are a cleanly people in 
their habits, and very particulitr about 
their food; their fondne-s for neat and 
comfortable houses is intense, and they 
are the only intertropical people I have 
seen who are fully capable of adopting 
a*^pure Western taste and style in fur- 
nishing their dwellings. In fact a stran- 

fer introJuoed, withoat notice of whi^re 
e WU9 going, into a wealthy Singhalese 
man^s honse would not mistrust, either 
from its exterior appearance or internal 
appointmenis, that he was in any other 
than a European gentleman^s dwelling: 
,and wl:en raada oon-ci ms of the real 
facts by the appe irance of the owner 
with his kiridlfocU-p wifeised inanner,in- 
telligent speech and gra ''fui c > irtesy, 
he would nave to admit that the per- 
sonal style of the occupant was juite in 
keeping with the exinlsite establish- 
ment. A^ a ru\e, rh »y are also temper- 
ate in the us j of spiricunus drinks, and 
are endo\yed w th a natural frukcality 
which protects them from impecuniosity. 

Though not a gallant peouie, such 
things as love m itches bwing aim )st un- 
heard of nfn Mij- th'Ti, M.jey gone'- illy 
observe such Uatt allegiaMce U> their 
marriage obligation^ a^ completely pre- 
serves their ta ml fr nn ^e iiid iL And 
they are so aUuvist ridiculously tond and 
inordinately proud uf their children as 
to humble ttien^elves to them; it bein;^ 
the ml", espeoially I' l >ngf the ni'-Mio 
and lo^er clas>eM, for children, wlvni 
Walkinz o it» el.)tht;d iu th«i finest ra- 
ment pro »unihie, t r<e ()ree^,dence of 
their parents wh>, in humbler garb, 
stride on in the rear of thetr gail/ 
decked offsjrini^. ft mav a!s ) be s li I 
to their credit that the chlhlrcn fully re- 
ciprociteth^ loving kindnes:^ of their 
parents, an I se.nii .iKv-ivs t > pay a d.iti- 
lul regard to iheir welfare and wi>hes. 
I should say, therefore, that, as a do- 
mestic people, the Singhalese take a 
high place in the human family; and, 
although they do faii in some of the 
higher traits of olvalisation, neverthe* 
less there are excuses for them, inas- 
much as for centuries prior to European 
aoquaintar.(^e they were harassed and 
oppressed by pillagini^ hordes of greedy 
Malabar invaders, who made their very 
raistenoe so precarious and burdensome
